THE ELEVENTH COMMANDMENT 





The Love That Never Fails 
J. S. Llewellyn 
Text.—“A new commandment 
I give unto you, that ye love one 

another as I have loved you.” 

The following incident is a 
very proper introduction to this 
subject and the text referred to. 

“Archbishop Usher was once 
wrecked on the coast of Ireland, 
and almost destitute of clothing 
he wandered to the house of a 
clergyman. The ecclesiastic was 
quite wary and somewhat cold 
and incredulous. ‘How many 
commandments are there?’ he 
suddenly, asked, thinking to de- 
tect an imposter. ‘I can at once 
satisfy you that I am not the 
ignorant imposter you take me 
for,’ replied the archbishop; 
‘there are eleven command- 
ments.’ ‘No,’ was the sneering 
comment, ‘there are but ten 
commandments in my Bible. 
Tell me the eleventh and I _ will 
give you all the help you need.’ 
‘There it is,’ said the archbish- 
op, pointing to this verse: ‘A 
new commandment I give unto 
you, that ye love one another as 
I have loved you.’ 

We are not told how much 


’ help the archbishop got, but we 


know that he was right in nam- 
ing thisas the eleventh com- 
mandment, for itis astruly a 
definite and special command of 
God as any in the decalogue and 
is named by Christ as a new 
commandment.” 

Our attention is especially 
called to the fact that it was a 
new commandment, therefore 
we consider the newness of it. 

(1) It was new to the times 
in which it was uttered. A long 
spiritual night had enveloped 
this lost world. It had been ov- 
er four hundred years the voice 
of an anointed prophet had been 
heard, then at the closing of this 
long, long night we hear the 
strange voice of God’s anointed 
out on the banks of the Jordan 
River. The whole country be- 
eame stirred because of the 
preaching of this wonderful 
It was John the 
Baptist proclaiming as it were, 
a new day. The burden of his 
message was to prepare a peo- 
ple for the reception of He Who 
uttered the text, Who was to 
begin His new administration in 
the world and to bring new life, 
fire, power and victory to the 
hearts of men and women. 
Nothing hitherto had ever ex- 
pressed or set forth such love 
as was demonstrated by Him, 


_ hence the necessity of the © in- 


troduction of a newor the 
Eleventh Commandment. Such 
love as Christ showed going 
about doing good, seeking no 
financial profit or worldly hon- 
ors, surely this was something 
that the world could not under- 
stand. If the ministers and 
workers of these last days 
would only manifest such a true, 
genuine, unselfish spirit surely 


* it would have its effect. 


When we take into considera- 
tion the great amount of money 
that is expended along the line 
of Christian endeavor, then we 
begin to consider the cause, We 
object and purpose and from 





what we discover we are forced 
to the conclusion thata large 
percent of the efforts are tainted 
with selfish motives and am- 
bitions and only a small per- 
cent are purely for the glory of 
God and the salvation of the 
lost. As further proof, it is to 
be observed in some of our 
large cities that millious of dol- 
lars are spent in the erection of 
beautiful places of worship with 
their expensive furnishings and 
high salaried ministers and 
choirs, with all this yet but lit- 
tle spiritual worship, striving to 
surpass the one on the next 
corner, the churches so_ close 
together that one might be 
singing “Will There Be Any 
Stars In My Crown?” while the 
other sings, “No Not One.” 
Surely we need a revival of 
love expressed in the Eleventh 
Commandment. 

After the death of our Lord 
His humble followers set out to 
carry forward the great com- 
mission and, like their Master, 
went about preaching the Gos- 
pel, lifting up the fallen, healing 
the sick and manifesting the 
true Spirit of Christ. The crown- 
ing object in view appears to 
be to witness for the Lord and 
the salvation of the lost. The 
idea of doing such work without 
pay or the promise of a hand- 
some salary or the expectation 
of some great temporal gain 
was absolutely NEW to the 
world, but the true facts are 
that they had a fresh, new 
blessing, they possessed the 
true Spirit of self denial and 
trusted fully in the God that 
they served to supply their 


-| needs. 


(2) This commandment was 
new in extent of its application. 
There was a self made com- 
mandment by men of which 
God was not the author, which 
read, “Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor and hate thy enemy,” 
and any stranger was counted 
to be an enemy. It was a cus- 
tom in some ancient towns and 
villages that when a strang- 
er entered unattended and 
unrecommended they had the 
dogs set on him, but this new 
commandment to LOVB 
brought a very different 
answer to the _ question, 
“Who is my _ neighbor?” 
From this new commandment

We 
consider the measure of this 
commandment “That ye love 
one another as I have loved 
you,” then when we begin to 
determine the measure of our 


love to one another we find it 
necessary to first consider and 
estimate how great the love of 
Christ was and to do this we 
almost find ourselves lost in 
wonder and amazement, there 
being no limit to His love to 
us. He gave all He had to give, 
there was nothing withheld. 
“He gave His life a ransom for 
many.” They ridiculed Him 
while hanging on Golgotha’s 
bloody brow, they said He saved 
others, Himself He could not, 
but the facts are He did not 
save Himself from the cross in 
order that He might save us 
from the gulf.of dark despair. 
Surely there was no love like 
this hitherto expressed or dem- 
onstrated, then if weare to 
love one another as He loved 
us where on the ladder do we 
stand? or if we ascend the Di- 
vine stairway of Christian love 
and fellowship considering the 
standard of the text on what 
step do you stand? LOVE!

VICTORIOUS REPORT 
FROM VIRGINIA 


Five New Preachers, Two New 
Churches 

The Church and Pastor at 
Marion became interested in the 
Spiritual welfaré of the people 
of Chilhowie, Va., a little town 
about ten miles from Marion, 
and began to go down on Sun- 
day afternoons and hold ser- 
vices in a blind man’s home. 
There seemed to be several in- 
terested and wanted us to hold 
them a tent meeting, so I got a 
chance at a tent, and secured 
the valuable service of our State 
Evangelist, E. J. Hanks, and 
about four weeks before the As- 
sembly we entered the battle for 
the rescue of lost souls and the 
establishment of a Church. 

The first few services were 
poorly attended but soon the 
power of God began to fall, and 
the town and devils were stirred, 
and people began to get saved, 
then, of course, the place was 
covered with people. This was 
the first holiness meeting ever 
held in Chilhowie, but God gave 
the victory, and about ten were 
saved, and some sanctified, and 
are yet shouting the victory, we 
thought best to wait awhile 
about setting the Church in or- 
der, and get a little stronger 
hold, four came in the Church at 
Marion, and there are others 
who will probably follow. 

A few months ago the Lord 
sent to us Brother S. E. Money 
of Norton, Va., a Free Pente- 
costal preacher, with about ten 
years experience, we are surely 
proud of him, he has a wide in- 
fluence with the Pentecostal 
people of his section of the 
State. He opened up a mission 
at Norton, and just after the 
Assembly I went over and 
preached the Church to them, 
and we set a Church in order 
with fourteen good members, 
and two of them.

We preached two 
nights and took in six members 
there.
